OTTAWA, Oct. 15.—(By Canadian 
Press.) —Premier Meighen this after- 
noon told a delegation of the Citizens’ 
| League, which waited on him in the 
hope of having the Dominion govern- 
ment take action to prevent the meet- 
ing in Ottawa of the Self-Determina- 
tion League for Ireland on Saturday 
and Sunday, that the Dominion gov- 
‘ernment, could not constitutionally 
take any action in the matter, unless 
requested to do so by the provincial 
government 

George Boyce, M.P., intimated to the 
prime minister that Carleton county 
was considerably stirred up over the 
contemplated meeting and that if it 
was held, severa!] thousand residents 
of the county intended to come to the 
capital and stage a counter-demonstra- 
tion. 

B. M, Barrett, was of the opinion, 
that, as Attorney-Genera] Raney had 
publicly stated the inability of the 
provincial government to intervene, | 
on the grounds that the crime of 
“sedition” was one against the state, 
and not the provinge, the federal 
government should take steps to sup- 
press the meeting. 

The prime minister stated that he 
was unaware whether the assembly 
could be characterized as unlawful or 
not, and it was admitted by, Mr. Bar- 
rett, that neither he or his associates 
knew what would be said at the meet- 

' 


ing, but were guided by what had 
been said at recent meetings. 

“If Mr. Rancy has declined to in- 
terfere, it must be because he is not 
satisfied that the meeting will be one, 
which will come under the definition 
of an unlawful assemblage ,under the 
Criminal Code,” said Mr. Meighen, 
“we have our part of the constitution 
to administer, and cannot and will 
not impose our authority in a mat- 
ter which appertains to the provin- 
cial or municipal authorities, unless 
called upon to do so by them.

A. L. Shaw Gives Latest News of 
The Big Oil Strike in The 
North Country 


UNENOWN QUANTITY 


Forty-Gallon Barre] Filled in One 
Minute Through a.Two-Inch 
Lead Pipe 


News regarding fhe ofl strike at 
|Fort Norman, and the huge quantity 
of the fluid available, is furnished by 
A. L. Shaw, late of the Imperial Oj! 
company, who arrived in the city on 
Friday evening from the far north. 

According to Nr. Shaw, the gusher 
| was struck at a distance of 800 feet 
on August 25th, the force of the flow 
being so great that the column of oil 
sailed skywards fifteen feet above tha 
top of the derrick, while the wind 
biew the vii for a distance of from 
three to four hundred yards over the 
surface of the Mackenzie river, from 
the drill, which is situated about two 
hundred yards back from the river 
bank. 

The well casing is of six inches di- 
ameter, hence the size of the flow 
can be fmagined in corjunction with 
the height to which the pressure forc- 
ed the’ fluid, while with a 2-inch lead 
pipe, a forty gallon barrel was filled 
in one minute. 

Impossible to Calcolate Flow 

Prior to the big strike, oil was tlow~- 
ing from the well at the rate of from 
ten to thirteen barrels per day, but 
at the present time it is impossible 
to calculate the amount which might 
be obtained in twelve hours. 

The well has been successfully cap- 
ped, and ag the present time there is 
no leakage. 

According to Mr. Shaw’s diary, the 
‘first ofl struck was at a distance of 
from 85 to 88 feet, while in addition 
to the ofl proper gas and water were 
‘also met with! 

From 260 to 272 feet of] and gas 
were encountered, without water, and 
oll at a depth of from 330 to 400 fset 
the oil was in preponderance, until 
\th 800-fot level was reached, when the 
big flow brake through.

The election on Oct. 17th, for the 
|Boys Parliament of this city is arous- 
ing considerable inter wt amoag those 
who know about it. As it is a matter 
wh'ch effects every C. 8 E. T boy 
between the ages of 14 and 20 years of 
age, a little information may not come 
amiss to those who are in ignorance 
of the working of the electoral ma- 
chinery.

There is a limit 
to what the public will stand, and 
that limit was over-reached when 
the country was hedged about by 
a no-import order and the con- 
sumer handed over bound to the 
sugar refiners. Not that the poc- 
kets of the public would suffer 
more from the sugar order than 
from the railway rate boost, nor 
perhaps more than from some pre- 


vious edicts of the Board. But! 


there was no ground of even de- 
cent pretense for making such an 
order, It was the most bare-faced 
piece of exploitation that has yet 
been thrust upon the country, and 
that is saying a good dea: after 
the events of the last five years It 
threw the public into a state o2 in- 
cipient revolt, and while the male- 
dictions were aimed at the Board 
of Commerce, the Government 
stood to get the jolt when the clec- 


tions came around. Wherefore the)

Austria Also Charges That Dlegal 
Means Used in Taking the 
Plebiscite 


—— 

Geneva, Oct. 14—Telegrams from 
Klagenfurt say that the Jugo-Slavs, 
Qjmatisfied over the resuita of ths 
pletiscite, are massing tr eat the 
frontier, In the Carinthia district. it 
ie reported 21,852. votes favoring 
union with Austria were cast, while 
tose In favor of joining Jugo-Slayia 
numbered 15,096. 

Vienna, Oct. 15—/The victory for 
Austria In the plebiac'te in the Kla- 
genfurt was celebrated generally in 
the oitles of Austria Thursday. An 
analysis of the voting shows that 31 
out of the 61 communities went Aus- 
trian. The Vienna press warmly 
ma'ses the impartiality of the allied 
commission dn the plebiscite, saying 
that its fairness and firmness have 
done much to compensate for the 
“harshness of tne St. Germain 
treaty." 

Two battalions of Jugo-Slavs fave 
entered the southern plebiscite zone 
and occupied several towns, In reply 
to the allied commiss'on's protest, the 
battalion commanders declared the 
did not recognize the plebiscite com- 
mission and announced they would 
take over an administration pend'ng 
developments Tae provincial quthori- 
tles have ordered the population to 
remain quiet and await the action of 
the allies.

Embargo On All Coal Shipments 


While Recognizing Full Gravity of Situation, the General 
Public Still Hope That Strike Will be Averted.—Min- 
ing Districts Are to be Told by Telegraph to Quit 
Work Saturday. 


London, Oct. 15.—The British government on Friday morning put 
an embargo on the export of coal from’the United Kingdom, effective 
immediately. The embargo is designed to conserve supplies for home 


use, the move being the result ‘of the threat of a coal miners’ strike, | 


beginning next Monday: 

The miners’ conference on Friday decided in view of the unsatis- 
factory reply made by the government to the miners’ latest com- 
munieation, that the mining districts be informed by telegraph that 
the only course wa’ for work in the mines to cease Saturday. 

While recognizing the full gravity of the crisis, the greater portion 
of public opinion, as reflected by the newspapers, still holds, perhaps 
obstinately, that the coal strike will even yet be averted, This, at

‘DECLINE IN SUGAR 
| PRICES EMPHASIZED 
BY MORATORIUM 


| .NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—-The extent 
of the decline in sugar prices in the 
United States and its demoral zing ef- 
fect on producers or holders of re- 
maining supplies, hag been emphasized 
by the week's announcement of a 
| fiftty-day moratorium in Cuba, 
Refined sugar, which reached 25 
jcents per pound for granulated, on 
{the peak of the advance last spring, is 
now quoted here at 11 cents by refin- 
lers, wh'le the price of raw sugars has 
{declined from well above the 23-cent 
level to seven cents per pound along 
the basis of last reported transaction, 
This decline has been considered by 
dealers as part of the general re-ad- 
justment in commodity prices. But 
|dealers also assert the sugar decline 
reflected special conditions rendering 
the break even more sexpre than in 
ithe oase of some other staples. 
| The moratorium is expected by deal- 
jeres to relieve the market of any im- 
}mediate pressure from the Cuban 
stocks and a slightly better demand 
for refined sugar has heen reported 
dur'ng the past day or two. So far, 
however, the buying has been limited 
to orders for prompt shipment.
